Scheduled  For 
Summer  Agenda 

Two  workshops,  one  in  edu¬ 
cation  and  one  in  business, 
were  held  last,  week  and  are 
continuing  this  week  from 
June  19-30. 

The  education  workshop  con¬ 
ducted  by  Mr.  Dady  and  Paula 
Parks  in  Horace  Mann  School 
Building  is  giving  special  at¬ 
tention  to  identification  of  and 
provision  for  working  with  ex¬ 
ceptional  children  in  academic 
and  non-academic  areas.  The 
43  people  enrolled  in  the  work¬ 
shop  made  a  visit  to  the  Myrtle 
E.  Miller  School  in  St.  Joseph. 

Conducted  by  Dr.  Surrey 
and  Dr.  DeVore,  the  business 
workshop  is  training  high 
school  business  teachers  and 
others  trained  in  business  to  or- 
ganize  and  conduct  adult  ed¬ 
ucation  courses  in  finance,  in¬ 
surance,  and  consumer  analys¬ 
is,  which  will  benefit  their  re¬ 
spective  communities.  The  bus¬ 
iness  department  at  NVVMSC 
has  been  and  plans  to  continue 
conducting  a  similar  adult  ed¬ 
ucation  program. 

Two  other  workshops  are 
planned  this  summer.  The  sci¬ 
ence  workshop  conducted  by
